“We can be certain of victory 
if we continue to pull together,” 


the secretary told the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee which is

Testifying that the Allies are 
“on the threshold of critical of- 
fensives” that will dwarf all ac- 
tivities of the past, Knox said: 


“If our Allies are to do their 
best for us as Well as for thém- 
selves, they must have confidence 
that the pipeline of lend-lease 
supplies wiff"be kept full. As 
their partners in the United Na- 
tions, we must make certain that 
they can threw.their full power 
into the fight.” 

With Knox’s testimony, the com- 
mittee concluded open hearings 
on the bill and Chairman Bloom, 
Democrat, New York, predicted 
the measure would go to the house 
floor by a week from next Mon- 
day. 

Discussing postwar control of 
air and naval bases, Knox said 
that he believed that’ question 
“goes far beyond any question of 
the lease-lend settlement,” add- 
ing:

New Britain’s Invaders

Monday they met the bitterest Japanese opposition of any am- 
phibious operation by Allied forces in the Southwest Pacific.

WITH THE MARINES IN NEW BRITAIN, March 8.—(Delayed)— 


()—Veteran Marine shock troops 


were threading their way through 


treacherous coral reefs off Talasea and were only 200 yards from 
shore when the Japanese opened up with mortars and machineguns. 


As invasions go, this landing 
Monday on the north coast of New 
Britain, halfway between Cape 
Gloucester and Rabaul, was small. 
But there has never been any 
landing thus far in the southwest 
Pacific more bitterly opposed by 
the Japanese. 

Marines who had no naval or 
air support fought from their 
landing craft even as they fol- 
lowed a snakelike course through 
the coral reefs. They fought their 
way blindly through the dense 
jungle along the beach and dug 
the Japanese out of his entrench- 
ments. They chased the enemy 
from his grass huts, where rice 
was still warm on the table.

Rome is a city that is dreaming. Not as 
Charleston was wont to dream. Rome is dreaming of the time 
when the great Coosa river project will be done; when ocean-going 
tugs and barges will tie up at docks there where the Etowah and 
Oostanaula rivers meet. Rome is dreaming of growing and be- 
coming a great city of commerce and trade, with her rich farms 
balancing olf, and complementing, trade. And one day the dream 
will come true, 

Rome has a great history of accomplishment, of war and ro- 
mance, of personalities. ~: 

You smile at same of the history. You think of Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest and tie “Critter Company’ following Colonel Abel D, 
Streight up from northwest Alabama. It was one of the most 
amazing stories of “the war,” but a little stery and not well re- 
membéred, Forrest knéw Streight was alming for the railroad line 
to cut it and starve Bragg (which some southern historians would 
not have minded), and he feught him tkree days and nights in 
a running fight beginning at Sand Mountain, It was a running 
fight of 120 miles. It was not without its feminine interest. It 
was a brave girl, Eminha Sanson, who showed Forrest a ferd across 
deep, sluggish Big Black creek. No one knows much about her. 
She showed them the ford and left them and history. Streight had 
counted on the creek to stop the men whe so relentlessly followed 
him. “How many did they have, anyhow?” he wondered. They 
seemed everywhere to this uncemfortable commander of cavalry, 

It was not until he surrendered near Rome that he learned. 
He had 1,466 men, Forrest 410. Streight was near to apoplexy. 
He had surrendered because he thought himself outnumbered. “Old 
Nathan” was a hard.man to fight. 

Woodrow Wilson, Dr. Robert Battey, Sherman, John Ross— 
many, many names come to one’s mind at Rome,

than almost any other city in Georgia. One has te turn off the 
main highway to find them all. But they are there, 

The old Walnut Grove plantation and home site is one. There, 
as a child, played the bey who was to become General P. M. B. 
Young. He was to be first consul to Russia in 1885 and minister 
to Guatemala and Honduras a few yéars later. Legends, romance 
and history are as thick about it as the old shrubs. 

Out the Euharlee road, where boxwood, cherry, spruce and 
laurel grow, is the old Sproull placé. The Federal officers stabled 
their horse’ in the walnut-paneled rooms downstairs. Here lived, 
for a while, Sproull Fouche, attache of the American legation in 
Rumania, Here, too, are legends and a stillness that gives the old 
place the unreality of a dream. 

Overlooking a bend of the Etowah is the old Stiles place, built 
more than a century ago by William Henry Stiles, whe was United 
States minister to Austria more than 90 years ago. 


STOP BY STOP Allatoona, where gold was discovered and 

mined for a decade; where yellow-haired, i|I- 
fated John B, Hood appeared in a desperate attempt to cut the lines 
and draw Sherman out of Atlanta; where sleeps now an unknown 
soldier of the Confederacy. Allatoona was the beginning of the 
campaign that hastened the end. The gold and the soldiers are 
gone now, 

Kennesaw——which was “Big Shanty,” making excellent whisky 
at the Big Shanty distillery, in the time of the war when the 
strangers strolled out and climbed into an engine called “The 
General” and started back toward Chattanooga . . . Andrews’ Raid- 
ers, Sree were hanged in Atlanta where Myrtle street now runs 
near Fifth. 

Kennesaw Meuntain—where Sherman went and where Joe John- 
ston made his last great stand before Sherman, battered back, be- 
gan to flank him. Sherman lost more than 3,000 men in one charge 
there. Sherman's right moved around the mountain until it was 
nearer Atlanta than Johnston's left. The weary Johnston moved 
out with his tired men and Braxton Bragg, the great egotist and 
failure, began to whisper in Davis’ ear and in Atlanta the poli- 
ticlans began to fret. Jeff Davis removed Johnston. One may leave 
the road and see the old gun emplacements, ready even now for 
guns. 

In Mrs. Mark Temple’s book one may read from an old letter 
that “From 1850 to 1861 Marietta was (considered) the gayest, 
most fashionable, most flourishing, most entertaining and fastest 
town in Georgia.” The present mayor and the municipal govern- 
ment are conservative and one must eliminate that last descriptive 
word, but the others still stand up well in any argument. Especially 
in Marietta. It was a great summer resort town in the old days. 

rhe new Marietta highway runs straight and clean, a picture 
of what all highways should be, and there one sees some of the 
new history, the great, vast plant about which none may write... 

And on home to Atlanta. 

There is a lot of history along that road.

Michelson Article 
A Revealing One 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—It has remained 
fer Charles Michelson, retiring directer of pub 
licity of the Democratic National Committee, te 

% throw intimate light on the manner and means 
employed by the President in preparing his various public ad- 
dresses and formal messages transmitted to congress. 

The subject is one that has come up with recurring frequency 
during recent years. Only the other day there was a considerable 
amount of speculation as to who had written the President’s vete 
of the tax bill, Various persons were given credit for the stinging 
message, and it was necessary for the White House to Issue denials 
in connection with some of the names used. 

Many of Mr. Roosevelt's critics professed to believe that he had 
not personally written the message. | 

In an article in the current issue of thé American Magazine, 
however, Mr. Michelson tends to eliminate any further doubt ahout 
the matter. The President, he said, gets the views—script, too— 
of his advisers, and then dictates his own version, “occasionally 
using one of our phrases, but generally culling the best ideas that 
had been submitted and putting them in his own way. ... He 
ponders all views—and then rolls his own.” 

That is the way Michelson puts it. No one is in better position 
to know than he, a man who has sat in intimate relationship with 
the President for the past 11 years. 

As the editors of the magazine aptly acknowlédge, “Chartre 
Michelson is one of a small inner cirele of men who have been on 
intimate terms with the President, who have met Rim in every 
mood, in fré6ck coat or in smoking jacket 4nd slippers. .Fnr a dazen 
years he helped with the President's speeches, advised him in his 
relations with the public.” 


“CHARLIE THE SMEAR” “Charlie the Smear,” as his eppe 


nents call him, uses @ direct quota 
tion from the President to explain his amazing faculty for amassing 
so much détailed information on a variety of technical subjects. 
Impressed with Mr. Roosevelt's technolegical expertness, he once 
asked him: 

“Mr. Roosevelt, how on earth did you accumulate se much defi- 
nite *nawledge of so many things?” 

Well,” he replied, and there was no suggestion of self-pity in 
his answer, “vou fellows with two good legs spend your time play- 
ing golf, or shooting ducks and such things, while I have to get 
my exercise out of a book.” 

The former Democratic publicity chief, now retiring after 14 
years’ service at his post, went on to say that the ability the. Presi- 
dent has acquired in this way reaches a high art in the preparation 
of his speeches. No one writes them for him. “He rolls his own.” 

He will go down in history, no doubt, as the ablest and most 
dynamic publicity director any national party organization ever 
had. The Democrats paid him $20,000 a year for his services for 
a period of 16 years, a record in both price and tenure. Before 
taking over the assignment in 1928 he had been head of the Wash- 
ington bureau of the old New York World. 

Much of the success of James A. Farley as national party chair- 
man during the first years of the Roosevelt administration may be 
attributed to the keen political insight. of Michelson and his thorough 
knowledge 6f publicity affairs. Michelson stood at Big Jim's side 
during this period and steered him away from many prtfelis. 

Michelson, incidentally, reveals some of the

ABN JIM intimate background of the break between 
the President and Farley, which came over the third term. Farley, 
he said. had the rather distinct idea that he had the President's 
word he would not run for a third term. 

Big Jim may have been justified in holding such an impression, 
but then, he pointed out, “there is F. D. R.’s genial trait of sending 
people away satisfied that he is quite in accord with them.” 

As a sample of what he meant, Michelson told of being informed 
by three eminent Democrats at the time of the 1940 national con- 
vention that @éach of them had the President's blessing in his enter- 
prise to get the vice presidential nomination. 

“They were all perfectly sincere in their belief,” writes the 
former publicity chief, “that the President had indicated that the 
race was a free-for-all (whereas it had been foreclosed for Wal- 
lace); and possibly Farley's interpretation had nothing more def- 
nite than some such atatement as that Roosevelt did not want te 
run again arid hoped he would not have to, which I believe he told 
others.” 

He went on to say it was his personal belief the President had 
fallen short of his usual political acumen in his handling of the 
Farley affair, It would have been better, he says, for Mr. Roose- 
velt to have made a clean breast of his thoughts in the matter, 
revealing his inclination to run if war developments took the course 
they did. 

That would have eliminated much of the distrust which later 
grew up between Farley and other of his cabinet associates. Farley, 
taking the President too much at the face value of words he claimed 
to have received, became an active contender for the nomination. 
Hie associates in the administration ceased to give Khim their con- 
fidence when they learned he was working at croa# purposes with 
their plans fer renominating the President. As @ result, a Bistoric

A 
mere 25 per cent increase in the 
state salary schedule is not ade- 
quate but might tide us over, in a 
measure, until the federal govern- 
ment has an opportunity to come 


to the rescue of education.

Is Endless Protest 


Some years ago, political philos- 
ophers conceived the idea that our 
government had become too com- 
plicated to be handled by con- 
gress, and therefore its powers 


{should be divided among appoint 


ed commissions. 

In practice, this meant govern- 
ment by bureaucrats and boards, 
each empowered to make rules 
that have the force of law. These 


‘rules might not hold up in caurt; 


but justice costs money, and no 
ordinary citizen has enough to 
a government agency 
through all the courts. It ig cheap- 
er to obey. 

Another new agency in govern- 
ment is the “pressure group”’— 
meaning any organized and popu- 
lous group that wants some ad- 
vantage or privilege and uses the 
voting power of its members as a 
club to scare politicians. It may 
also have enough financial power 
to influence an election and de 
feat a congressman who won't 
take orders. 

With bureaucrats and boards, 
not elected by the people, making 
laws, and pressure groups wan- 
gling lawg not approved by the 
people, the old conception of rep 
resentative government and ma- 
jority rule seems destined for the 
scrap heap. 

The people might fight any 
change, if they realized what was 
happening; but such things devel- 
op slowly and quietly, as a tree 
grows, and new customs are en- 
trenched before people know it is 
happening. 

Maybe little people can’t do 
much to save the old way, but it 
would be shameful to let it go by 
default.

Frank Leahy, Notre Dame’s winning coach, is already looking 


with dire forebodings 

“The reason,” Coach Leahy said, 
“is simple enough. We might have 
at least a fair squad operating in 
our first five games through late 
September and through October, 
but we'll lose practically every 
one after November first and it 
is in November that we must meet 
Army and Navy in our two hard- 
est games. They will both be 
good, especially Navy. This is the 
way war regulations work out at 
Notre Dame and also at all other 

laces that depend largely on 
avy V-12 help. Yes, young Kelly 
will be back, but he also will be 
gone after October.” 

November, we suggested, is 
still a long way off where sev- 
eral things might happen. Leahy 
refused to accépt this consola- 
tion. 

Army hasn't beaten Notre 
Dame since 1931 and Navy 
hasn't done better. Army and 
Navy victories over South Bend 
this fall wouldn't be the great- 
est disaster of the year.

Appearing before a House Roads 
Committee in Washington, George 
T, MeDoneld, chief engineer of 
the Georgia Highway Department, 
favors a three billion dollar fed- 
eral postwar road-building pro- 
gram now before congress. 

McDonald said that although 
Georgia would receive consider- 
ably lesa under this bill because 
it would change the formula of 
apportionment to favor less popu- 
lous states, “we realize the bill 
is written for the states as a 
whole.” 

Georgia has not always matched 
funds in the past, McDonald said, 
but Governor Arnall has launched 
a program which will insure full 
use of government money in the 
future. 

McDonald and highway officials 
from four other states represented 
the American Association of State 
Highway Engineers in indorsing 
the bill. Other speakers were K. 
C. Keeling, of Kansas; W. W. 
Mack, of Delaware; M, J. Steere, 
of Montana, and Wesley W. Polk, 
of Illinois. 

The $3,000,000,000 fund would 
be allocated to states in a pro- 
gram of 75 per cent federal funds 
to be met by 25 per cent state 
funds. 

According to Highway Depart- 
ment Director Ryburn Clay, Geor- 
gia’s share of the federal funds 
would be $25,000,000.
